Sir William’ Dilben faid, the bill contained only 
fuch alterations as were fuggelted, and appedred ‘to 
be called for by the Committee appointed 1n Jamaica 
to draw up a report of the {tate of the negroes in that 
ifland. He-read an extract from the, report, appro- 
ving highly of the principle of the regulating bill, 
{tating, that the negroes were landed in much _ better 
health, in confequence of it; and adding, that by 
fome amendments with regard to the numbers carried 
in proportion to the tonnage, obliging the caprains 
of fips to carry a greater number of women in pro- 
portion to the number of men, and to enquire, betore 
purchating the negroes, by what means they had been 
reduced ta flavery, the bill might be made adequate 
to every purpofe of regulation, The manner in which 
the negroes were crowded together, efpecially thofe 
who were put in irons, the too fcanty allowance of 
provifions and water, and the methods made’ ufe of 
to conceal the difeafes contracted in the voyage be- 
fore they were expofed to fale, were, he faid, the 
principial caufés of the mortality that prevailed a- 
mong them, both on the pafflage and after they were 
landed. Some alteration with refpe& to the tonnage 
was therefore necé/ tf . 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, they. were 
getting into a premature difeufhon of the* claufes “of 
the bill, when the only queftion was, ae 
Houfe fhould refulve into a Committee to ‘confider ‘of 
the bounties, as a neat previous {tep to bringing 
in the bill ? There could, he concéived, be no objec- 
tion to granting the fame bounties to the ma/tery and 
{urgeons of fhips, for taking proper care of the ‘ne- 

roes on their paflage, as had been granted laft year. 

Vhether any alteration owght, or ought not, ‘to be 
made in the numbers to be eatriéd in’ proportion to 


the tonnage, it was not then the r time to give 
any opinion; but to propofe going into any fyt 
of permanent regulation, was neither proper nor well 


timed. It was not proper, becaufe’ the Houfe had

Without difputing the 
propriety of abolifhing the internal government cu- 
items in India, Mr Francis faid, that meafure could 
not poflibly tend to augment the revenue, whatever 
benefit the country might derive from it. With re- 
fpe& to the Madras account, and the failure of the 
revenue in the diftrict of Mafulipatam, he thought it 
ought to be enquired into. He underftood the defi- 
ciency was owing entirely to the removal of the 
Chief, before he had accomplifhed his year’s collec. 
tion. As to Bombay, it was not his intention to en- 
ter at all into the wifdom or the policy of keeping it 
up at any expence ; the fact was, that the expence 
was greater than what was {tated by the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, the difburfements exceeding the revenue by 
no lefs a fum than 620,000 1. befides the intereft on 
the bond debts, amounting to forty-eight lacks of ru- 
ees.

MONG the viciflitudes incident to life, no event 
could have filled me with greater anxieties 

than that of which the notification was tranfmicted 
by your, order, and received on the rath day of the 
prelent month :—On the one hand, I was fummoned 
by my country, whofe voice I can never hear but 
with veneration and love, from a retreat which I had 
chofen with the fondelt predileétion, and, in my fat- 
tering hopes, with an immutable decifion, as the afy- 
lum of my declining years : a retréat which was ren- 
dered every day more neceflary as well as more dear 
to me, by the addition of habit to inclination, and of 
pregpene interruptions in my health to the gradual 
watte committed on it by time. On the other hand, 
the pagpiryde and difficulty of the truft to which the 
voice of my country called me, being fufficient to.a- 
waken in the wifelt and moft experienced of her ci- 

tizens a diftruftful fcrutiny into his qualifieations, 
could not but overwhelm with defpondence one who,

VERSAILLES, Saturday, June 27. 
The Deputies of the Nobility having waited on the 
King, to serurn their thanks far his iltinguifhed at- 
tachinent to their Order, on the day that the Royal 
Sefkon was to be held, his Majefty, when they were 
about to depart, requelted to prefent them to his 
Royal Confort. . 
The Queen happened at that moment to be at din- 
ner wiih her Royal offspring ; but it having been an- 
nounced to her Majefty, that the Nobility of France 
wifhed to pay their homage to her, this auguit Prin- 
cefs, although fhe did not expect the vilit, prepared 
herfcif in a moment to receive them ; and, taking the 
new Dauphin by the hand, faid, “ I hope thas if this 
Prince lives, he will be worthy to rule over you—Al- 
Jow. me to prefent him to you—I am indeed his mo- 
ther; but you have an equal claim to him.” : 
Her Majefty, during the late dilturbances, has be- 
faved with the greateft delicacy and propriety.— 
However, the above {peech has occafioned much dif- 
content, as the people in general are very jealous of 
the influence of the Nobility. 
When M. de Breze announced to the Commons, 
that it was his Majefty’s command, on pain of difo- 
bedience, to break up the Affembly, M. de Mirabeau 
replied, “ That neither fire-arms nor bayonets fhould 
force them to depart; and that if ever they were car- 
ried out, it mult be after they were dead.” 
M. Necker at Verfailles, and the Duke of Orleans 
t Paris, are always received by the people with the 
foudelt acclamations. 
The Commons have been joined “within thefe few 
days by 151 Members of the Clergy. ‘The Arch- 
bifhop of Vienna, who was at their head, requefted 
that the Secretary of the Order of the Clergy fhould 
be added to that of the Commons. This was immie- 
diately allented to with the greateft joy. 
The Archbifhop of Paris has Been affaulted by the 
mob, who broke the windows of his carriage with 
ftones, and killed a gentleman by is fide, Svhom 
fome imagine to be one of his fecretaries, fome the 
Reétor of Argenteuil, and others the Bifhop of Sennes. 
His Lordihip hintfelf would have fallen a victim to 
the fury of the populace, ifit had not been for the 
dexterity of his coachiman, and the zeal and attach- 
ment of liis fervants, who preferved his life till the 
artival of the Prince de Poix, at the head of the Life 
Guards, and the Duke of Chatelet, with a detachment 
of the French Guards, who with difficulty fecured 
his retreat. 
On the asth, forty-eight of the minority ef the or- 
ter of Nobleffe, accompanied bythe Duke of Orleans, 
joined the National Affembly, and were received with 
the moft lively tranfports of joy. When the name of 
M.d’Efpremefnil was read, the whole affembly telti- 
fied their approbation of that nobleman’s diftinguith- 
ed patriotifm. 
On the fame day, a great number of the minority of 
the order of the Clergy alfe joined the Commons, and 
among them M. Dumuchel, Chancellor of the Uni- 
verlity of Paris. : 
The Comte de Crecy, the Prior de Marmontier, 
andthe Bithop of Autun, are about to follow their 
example. 
The Archbifhop of Paris, conducted by the Arch- 
bifhop of Bourdeaux, joined the National Affem- 
bly. The applaufe was as univerfal as the joy,— 
The Archbifhop was hardly able to utter the fen- 
timents of his acknowledgments, and of his defires 
for conciliation, which had ever been the wiih of his 
heart. 
he Prefident made hint this fhort anfwer : “ My 
Lord, this ftep of peace and union is the only crown 
which your virtues wanted.”” 
A valt number of the citizeris of Parts then prefent 
exprefled their applaufe ; but the Prefident exhorted 
them to acquaint their fellow-citizens of what they 
had feen in the Affemb!y—the Three Orders united; 
bat that they expected a more perfect union, to be- 
gin the regeneration of Francé ; and recommended to 
them, to quiet all fears and alarms in the capital, as 
a neceflary requifice for executing the great works 
that were to be parfued without delay. 

The Deputies of the Nobleffe of Paris, in confe- 

quence of the doubrfulnefs of their mandates being 
fixed by their conttituents, have defired to give only 
a confultive vote. 
As a guard at prefent furrounds the Affembly, fix 
Members of the Clergy, and twelve of the Commons, 
have been jult deputed to the Sovereign, befeeching 
tm to remove the military. 

M. Badouin has taken the oaths, as Printer of the 
National Affembly.

CoLoneL Lenox Aso Mr Swirr. 

In confequence of fome expreilions, refle@ting on 
the character of Lieutenant Colonel Lenox, publifhed 
in a pamphlet, with the name of Theophilus Swift, 
Efq; Colonel Lenox called on Mr Swift and demand- 
ed fatistaction. 

They met at five o’clock yelterday afternoon, in a 
field, near the Uxbridge road.

Sir William Brown obferving that Colonel Lenox’s

changed on each fide, as Mr Swift had given up the 
point of mectintg with fwords, which had been-ori- 
ginally fuggelted by him, but objected to by Colonel 
Phipps. 

A piltol was accordingly exchanged. Colonel 
Phipps then afked Sir William Brown what diftance 
he propofed ? Sir William mentioned ten paces, which 
were meafiired by the feconds. 

Colonel Lenox 2nd Mr Swift being called to take 
their ground, Sir William Brown afked in what man- 
ner Col. Lenox and Mr Swift were to fire—whether 
at the fame time or not?—Cal. Phipps ftated, that 
from the degree of the injury, he conceived. Col. 
Lenox had a right to claim the firft fhot. Mr Swift 
and Sir William Brown immediately agreed that Col. 
Lenox fhould fire firft. 

The parties having taken their ground, Col. Lenox 
afked if Mr Swift was ready: on his anfwering that 
he was, Col. Lenox fired; and the ball entered the 
belly of Mr Swift, near the navel ; and in falling his 
piftol went off, and, of courle, without effect. 

The ball was extracted on the left fide, on the 
ground. 

The parties behaved with the utmoft coolnefs: 

Mr Swift is a defcendant of the immortal Dean, and 
is well known for the eccentricities of his character.

The very ipirited and proper conduct of the Magi-

As two gentlemen 
Were returning home from fupper, they obferved four 
or five fellows ufing another very barbaroufly, near 
the entry to the Veal Market; and, having remon- 
{trated againit fuch proceedings, ‘thefe culprits in- 
{tantly knocked down, and feverely hurt one of the 
Gentlemen ; after which, all of them, except one, 
inade their efcape. He, however, being apprehend- 
ed, by the activity of a foldier belonging to the City- 
guard, it is expected a difcovery of the whole rioters 
will be obtained. ‘The fitting Magiftrate ordered a 
pecuniary reward to be given to the foldier; and is 
going on with a ereecgeeats Three of the Cow- 
gate rioters were apprehended by the Guard, and 
committed. Profecutions are raifed again{t both fets 
of rioters at the inftance of the Procurator Fifcal; in 
order to bring them to that punifhment which fuch 
wanton wttacks upon the. perfons of the inhabitants, 
and the peace of the city, fo juftly merit.

- THE SCOTCH FISHERY. - 
YY BEREVER earnings, or the wages of laboufj 
, ate high, there taxes can be levied upon 

articles of confumption: é 
It is evident; that no fuch taxes can poflibly be rai- 
fed in poor countries, fuch as the Highlands and 
Iflands of Scotland. Accordingly, we fhall find, tliat 
thefe extenfive and defolated regions contribute little 
or nothing to the Treafary; pon the various taxes 


upon coal, ale, fpirits, fope, falt, candles, and lea- 


ther. If the Highlands, &c. pay little or sound ‘ 
uaee the confumption of the a tim neceflaties 
life, much lefs are x to fuppofe that they paytaxes 
upon luxuries, tuch as carriages, wine, tea, plate, 
gloves, hair-powder, pe es, cards, dice, &c. 

But, although the Highlands and Iflands bring no- 
thing into the Exchequer, neverthelefs they are high- 
ly ufeful, becaufe they bring forth children in 
nifhing numbers. It is a melancholy circumftances 
(See, Smith) that, notwithilanding the amazing te- 
cundity of the Highlands, fewer children are t 
raifed to puberty, than from the pam: ‘ 
London. The reft are fwept away by want or dif- 
eafes ; and yet thefe extenfive regions are bleffed & 
nature with a great ftaple of labour and fubfiftea 
which hitherto has never been brought into ufe, th 
always thought of, and often attempted,—I mean 
Fifhery. I leave to antiquaries to determine by what 
attraction Thefeus could induce the feattered tribes 
of Attica to fettle at Athens, and combine their in- 
duftry for mutual fupport and fubfiftence.
